The postal laws do not require the 
carrier to get out and wade in snow 
to get to your oox, bat does require 
that you keep a space in front of 
your box free of snow or other ob- 
struction, so that the carrier can 
place your mail therein, without get- 
ting out of his vehicle. 
The postal laws do not require the 


carrier to clear the snow out of your 
box, 
or force it open, if frozen, but 


do expect that^yon will see that the 
box is free of both before the time 
or arrival of the rural carrier. 


No road is any better than the 


worst point on same, do not go out 
on the front porch, look up and down 
the road, ana telephone the postmas- 
ter that the road is all clear. Go over 
the road to the crossroads or first 
intersection on either side of your 
home, and if you find one or more 
places that is impassable, telephone 
your road superintendent. 
If he 


will not take any action, take the 
matter up with your township trus- 
tees; if they do not act, take the 
matter up with the county engineer; 
if he does not do his duty, then see 
the county commissioners; if they 
will do nothing, then come to the 
postmaster. 
The quickest way is for yon to. 


.gather together your neighbors and 
go out and have the road cleared be- 
fore the time of arrival of your 
rural carrier. 
He will be along if 


you keep the roads clear; it is easier 
and he would rather go out and de- 
liver your mail than to haul It out 
and .back day after day without de- 
livering your mail. 
Having your mail brought to your 


door is not a right; it Is a special 
privilege, and can be withdrawn at 
any time it you do not do your part, 
and one of the main requirements is 
that you keep tbe road clear of all 
obstructions. 
The rural carriers are placing 


their health and almost their lives 
in jeopardy each of these bitter days 
to get your mall to you each day. 
If you have not had your mail every 
day but one, it is the fault of you 
and others of your community, for 
the reason that it Is your duty to 
clear your road.
